court, but finally compromised.

tion, burglary were omitted in the 
list of extraditable offenses.— Minne­ 
apolis Journal.

The latest game of cards, says an 
exchange, and a variation of cinch 
bears the name of the lately departed 
McGinty. The game is played in the 
same manner as cinch, with tho ad­ 
dition of tho joker, which counts ten 
for the one who saves it, and any 
trump takes McGinty. 
Twenty-four 
points can be made on one hand and 
101 points constitute a game. 


T h e b e promises to be a good deal 
of excitement this spring over iron 
claims in the vicinity of Leach Lake, 
says the Fergus Journal. It has been 
found that the Vermillion range ex­ 
tends westward much further than 
was expected, and land from which 
pine has been taken has in many 
instances proved valuable. As soon 
as warm weather arrives there will be 
quite a rush into that country. 
It is 
said that St. Cloud parties have a 
good deal of the land, although Michi 
gan parties began to boy it up last 
summer, no one suspecting the object 
for which it was wanted. 


Squatters arc Notified. 
Secretary Noble has Issued the fol­ 
lowing order to squatters: 
This is to give notice that none of 
the lands whether “pine lands” or 
“agricultural lands” within the fol­ 
lowing reservations of the Chippewa 
Indians in Minnesota, viz: 
White 
Earth, Red Lake, Cass Lake, Leech 
Lake, Lake Winnebagoshish, White 
Oak Point, Mille Lac, Fon du Lac, 
Boise Fort, Peer Creek, and Grand 
Portage are open, or will be open, to 
sale or settlement by citizens of the 
United States under the homestead 
law or any other of the land law's of 
the United States until advertisement 
to that effect, as required in said act, 
shall be given, and then only as pro­ 
vided in said act. All persons are, 
therefore, hereby warned not to go 
upon any of the lands within the limits 
of the reservations as 
heretofore 
existing for any purpose or with any 
intent whatsoever. No settlement or 
other rights can be secured upon said 
lands and all persons found unlaw - 
fully thereon will be dealt with as 
trespassers and intruders. 


Railroad Notes. 
During the year 1889 over half a 
a million dollars were paid into the 
state treasury for taxes, the Northern 
Pacific alone paying $129,363.93. 
The Northern Pacific has just or­ 
dered a lot of new equipment, to lie 
delivered at an early date. It will 
consist of IOO locomotives, 200 stock 
cars, 300 flat cars, and 1,500 box cars. 
Two serious accidents have hap­ 
pened on the western divisions of tho 
Northern Pacific during the past 
week. 
On Tuesday the westward 
bound passenger train broke through 
a culvert at Herron, Montana, and 
several cars were derailed and burn­ 
ed, and in which Charles Mills, ex­ 
press messenger, was killed, several 
other parties being injured. 
On 
Wednesday, three miles from Tacoma, 
two freight trains came together on a 
curve, the two locomotives and about 
half of each train being smashed into 
small fragmoD-s 
Engineer John 
Bailey was killed and the tw'O firemen 
injured.

Reports received are to tho effect 
that a terrible tornado visited Louis­ 
ville, Ly., Jeffersonville, Ind., and the 
surrounding country yesterday.

is estimated that between 1500 and 
2000 people perished. Wires are all 
down and no accurate reports can be 
obtained.

Au Amendment 
Postponing 
tlio Fair Until 1893 Passed 
Without Division. 


W ashington. Special.—In the house to­ 
day. alter the approval of the journal, Mr. 
Candler o f Massachusetts called up the 
w orld’s fair bill. 
The bill was read nnd 
Mr. Candler, in behalf of the com m ittee, 
offered an am endm ent providing th at tiio 
com mission shall appoint a board of lady 
m anagers o f such num ber and to perform 
siteh duties as may be prescribed by th e 
comm ission; and the board m ay appoint 
one or m ore m em bers of all com m ittees 
authorized to aw ard prize* ior exhibits 
w hich may be produced in w hole or iu part 
by female labor. 
This was adopted, as was 
also an am endm ent th at one of tlie member* 
ol the hoard created to be charged w ith the 
-election of the.governm ent exhibit shall be 
chosen by the fish com m ission.

dler expressed the satisfaction which be 
felt in being able to state th at Chicago,

The death of Maj. Gen. George Crook was 
sudden and grievous, and remove** from 
com m and one of the most unique figures in 
the m ilitary history <>* the nation. 
He wa* 
universally loved by the arm y, and wa* 
also a favorite w ith the citizen a* well a* 
the soldier. 
H e was a sigularly pure- 
minded man, whose life and m ilitary ca­ 
reer were one ot nobility and greatness.

Tlie Great Indian Fighter Dies 
Suddenly in Chicago From 
Heart Trouble. 


Hardships of His Indian Cam­ 
paigns Laid the Founda­ 
tion of the Disease. 


The death of Maj. Gen. George Crook was 
sudden and grievous, and removes from 
comm and one of the most unique figures in 
the m ilitary history os the nation. 
H e was 
universally loved by the army, and was 
also a favorite with the citizen as well as 
the soldier. 
He wa# a sigularly pure- 
minded man, whose life and m ilitary ca­ 
rcer were one ot nobility and greatness. 
Modest by nature, quiet in demeanor, he 
betrayer! at all times by #{>eech and act the 
moral elevation of his character.

Searles anti Paine Arrive and are Ad­ 
mitted to Bail in the Sum 
of85000 Each. 
The return of Wm. Paine, jr. and 
Charles Searles on Wednesday, and 
matters connected with tho Northern 
Pacific express robbery, has been a 
nine days’ wonder in Brainerd, and 
Madame Rumor has had her hands 
full during the past week. Long be­ 
fore the train pulled into the depot 
on Wednesday noon, tho platform 
was filled with spectators and curious 
and inquisitive people who had as­ 
sembled to witness the arrival of the 
Brainerd boys who were charged with 
having stolen the bag of gold from 
the N. P. Express Co. which contained 
$15,000,—in fact, as Sheriff Spalding 
expressed it, “You would have thought 
Barnum had arrived with his white 
elephant.” But the sheriff fooled them 
for the train slowed up at the Fourth 
street crossing and in company with 
Deputy Alderman the four alighted 
and were quietly housed at the sher­ 
iff's residence in a very few minutes. 
After partaking of a good square 
meal, such as Landlord Spalding is 
noted for, Messrs. Paine and Searles 
appeared at the 
municipal court 
where a plea of “not guilty” was en­ 
tered, and tho examination was ad­ 
journed until Saturday morning, bail 
being furnished in each case in the 
sum of $5000, tho bond being signed 
by Wm. Paine, Sr., and A. V. Snyder, 
in the first case, and by S. W. Searles, 
and Geo. F. Burton, in the second, 
and the boys were at liberty for the 
first time in ten days. 
Most jxjoplo would expect to see 
traces of agitation in the appearance 
of young men charged with so great 
an offense, and which would, if prov­ 
en, mean to each a long term of years 
in the penitentiary, but not the slight­ 
est degree of uneasiness could be de­ 
tected more than would be occasioned 
by weariness from the long journey 
from Missoula here. Both young men 
proclaim their innocence, and assert 
that their trial will provo to the peo­ 
ple of this city, and for that matter to 
the world, for the report of their ar­ 
rest has been heralded abroad in eve­ 
ry paper in the land, that they are in 
totakignorance of anything connected 
with the robbery, and we doubt if 
there are a half dozen people in 
Brainerd but who hope that such will 
be the case, and while there are peo­ 
ple who believe there will not be evi­ 
dence enough to bind them over to 
the grand jury which meets in Sep­ 
tember, it is altogether propable that 
they will be held. 
Sheriff Spalding 
says the boys were really glad to see 
him when he got there, and would have 
come without the formality of requi­ 
sition papers, and that their behavior 
on the return tnp was that of any or­ 
dinary passenger. At Helena where 
a bevy of reporters boarded the train 
to get a glimpse of the accused, they 
were very much surprised not to find 
them in irons and locked to the seats. 
Charles Searles had bought his ticket 
and was taking the train for this city 
when he was arrested, and Jake Paine 
who was at the train to see him off 
was pointed out to the sheriff as the 
other party wanted, and he was taken 
along and placed in the jail, and re­ 
mained there twenty-three hours be­ 
fore he was liberated. 
Wm. Paine 
was out on his claim 27 miles distant 
at tbo time tho arrests were made, 
and a neighbor who was in town at 
the time and who was going out that 
night informed him of what had 
transpired, and it was eight or ten 
hours before the officer came to place 
him under arrest, which would seem 
that he had no desire to escape. The 
boys seem to be in the best of spirits 
but speak disparagingly of the grub 
a person gets who is so unfortunate 
as to get into a Montana cooler. 
Jake Paine accompanied the party 
on the return trip, and will probably 
not return. Brainerd is good enough 
for him.

Killed In A Stairway. 
On Wednesday evening the body 
of Martin Hanson was found lying at 
the foot of the cellar stairs in the 
basement of the block on the corner 
of Fifth and Laurel streets, known ai 
tho No. 1 saloon.

The man was about town as usual 
during tho forenoon, but he disap­ 
peared after dinner and was never 
seen alive again. He was somewhat 
under the influence of liquor, and it 
is supi>osed that in goiDg f.om the 
restaurant to the saloon he stumbled 
and fell down the stairs which lead 
from the hallway, and which are un­ 
protected even by a door. 
He struck 
ou his head, and was in all probability 
killed instantly. The coroner’s jurv 
returned a verdict in accordance with 
the above facts. 
The burial will oc­ 
cur this afternoon.

Searles and Paine Arrive and are Ad­ 
mitted to Bail in the Sum 
of $5000 Each. 
The return of Wm. Paine, jr. and 
Charles Searles on Wednesday, and 
matters connected with tho Northern 
Pacific express robbery, has been a 
nine days’ wonder in Brainerd, and 
Madame Rumor has had her hands 
full during the past week. Long be­ 
fore the train polled into the depot 
on Wednesday noon, the platform 
was filled with spectators and curious 
and inquisitive people who had as­ 
sembled to witness the arrival of the 
Brainerd boys who were charged with 
having stolen the bag of gold from 
the N. P. Express Ca which contained 
$15,000,—in fact, as Sheriff Spalding 
expressed it, “You would have thought 
Barnum had arrived with his white 
elephant” But the sheriff fooled them 
for the train slowed up at the Fourth 
street crossing and in company with 
Deputy Alderman the four alighted 
and were quietly housed at the sher­ 
iff’s residence in a very few minutes. 
After partaking of a good square 
meal, such as Landlord Spalding is 
noted for, Messrs. Paine and Searles 
appeared at the municipal court 
where a plea of “not guilty” was en­ 
tered, and the examination was ad­ 
journed until Saturday morning, bail 
being furnished in each case in the 
sum of $5000, tho bond tieing signed 
by Wm. Paine, Sr., and A V. Snyder, 
in the first case, and by S. W. Searles, 
and Geo. F. Burton, in the second, 
and the boys were at liberty for the 
first time in ten days. 
Most people would expect to see 
traces of agitation in the appearance 
of young men charged with so great 
an offense, and which would, if prov­ 
en, mean to each a long term of years 
in the penitentiary, but not the slight­ 
est degree of uneasiness could be de­ 
tected more than would be occasioned 
by weariness from the long journey 
from Missoula here. Both young men 
proclaim their innocence, and assert 
that their trial will prove to the peo­ 
ple of this city, and for that matter to 
the world, for the report of their ar­ 
rest has been heralded abroad in eve­ 
ry paper in the land, that they are in 
totaLignorance of anything connected 
with the robbery, and we doubt if 
there are a half dozen people in 
Brainerd but who hope that such will 
be the case, and while there are peo­ 
ple who believe thoro will not be evi­ 
dence enough to bind them over to 
the grand jury which meets in Sep­ 
tember, it is altogether propable that 
they will be held. 
Sheriff Spalding 
says the boys were really glad to see 
him when he got there, and would have 
come without the formality of requi­ 
sition papers, and that their behavior 
on the return tnp was that of any or­ 
dinary passenger.

Jake Paine accompanied the party 
on the return trip, and will probably 
not return.

He struck 
on his head, and was in all probability 
killed instantly. The coroner's jturv 
returned a verdict in accordance with 
the above facts.
